The 
way men and women, eapecially in the Far 
East, dose themselves with drugs without 
profesgiouwl advice is most alarming. The 
waters of Jordan, parabling temperance and 
cleanliness, are not enough for them; they 
put great faith in the rivera of Abaon and 
Phatpar, meaning the bottles they buy at 
the chemists, or pass from one to another. 
“In the case of our moderu professional men, 
we are almost tempted ‘sometimes to’ think 
“that too much learning has made them 
mad. We have often called attention 'to 
the neurotic alarums of the Lancet, ao 
journel which iy enough to drivea suscep. 
tible laity to wholesale suicide, in order to 
escape the countless perils that omniscient 


organ so glibly pourtrays. This and other 
manifestations “of monomania, whieh we 
may dub microbe-manin, may generally be 
pussed with o doprecatory shrug by tho in- 
telligent citizen who avoids exevsses either 
physical or mental—for panic is as deadly 
as potations, Ovcasionally, however, the 
enthusiastic exper's threaten to trample 
over the corns of the public, and then a 
surious, protest ia culled for. ° 

Thie preamblo brings ua to the list 
meeting of the Hongkoig/ Sanitary Boar, 
and the saainanoadullon hy the Medical 
Officer of Health that liconces should be 
withheld from restaurants that can boast of 
ceilings Property. owners and landlords at 
Hongkong are long-suffering, but we should 
expect a storm of “denunciation of this pre- 
cedent.
